“Te city of Minas Anor is bulto the кез of Mount Mindol- 
uin, he greatest eastern peak ofthe White Mountains (S. "Erd 
Ninais"). Туй, massif also forms the rear section of the Nee 
Echo, as the Peleanor reach up into (wo broad vales of he 
mountains, Mount Mindollin ise towers up above ihe now tine 
So that is white-capped head is always visible atop the purple 
Slopes.

hail can be as ferociousas the bite of any wolf. Dweling bere are 
ıa few wild bests and some less wild, such as the Great Eagles 

‘The mountins are uefa sources of fine limestone and marble, 
but in his aren there are no mines or gems or minerals, bener 
‘epost lie west in the dales of Lamedon. Gondorins also stun 
the forests owing to the presence of the Driedain (Манев) "Wild 
Ме" whom most "ordinary" folk avd. A few people dwell here 
during the summer months herding long-haired (and sure-{ooted) 
posts and adventurous sheep or gathering he wild planis. Many 
files people are descended from mostly Dunlending stock, and

3.3 ANDUIN RIVERBANKS 

"The Anduin (5. “Great River") is the the lagest and most 
important fiver in northwestera Middle sah. As westen ador's 
mightiest watercourse, it has a great impact on the land around it. 
Most impertant ste Great River's contribution othe economy 
Gondor heartland. As well as providing a bountiful supply of 
Fish it is acritical ary, essential for te inexpensive transport 
ton of goods from ве Nortt and the South. 

"There are important havensat numerous points. most especially 
ат, Harlond (ee Sectim 3.12), and Osgikath, where the 
ver, Moving south, first meets tidal water. There ar also 
rumerous ferries piying from one bunk to another, typically 
tween fishing vilages. The Anduin is heavily fished (see 
Section 42) nd between the Pelennors Noeg Echor and the river 
there are vide flat lands, occasionally Поодеа by spring tales or 
prolongedrains feeding the Arduin to tte north. Dottdaroandon. 
бе flats are mps' or small hils, om which the fisher Гой build 
iheir homes so that even at the worst timos they might remain safe.
